The act to revise and consolidate the 
statutes of the United States in force on 
the ist of December, 1573, was ap- 
proved on the 27th of June, 1874, and it 
repeals all acts of Congress | prior 
to the first named date, any portion of 
which is embraced in any section of said 
revision; but the enactment of said re- 
vision is not to affect or repeal any act of 
Congress passed since the first day of 
December;-4873; and ali acts passed since 
that. date,.are, to have full effect as if 
passed after the enactment of the revision, 
and so far.as such acts vary from or con- 
flict with any provision contained in said 
revision, they are to have effect as subse- 

uent statutes, and as repealing any por- 


| tion of the revision inconsistent there- 


with, 


|... The first practical muddle which this 


state of law has produced, arises in the 
bankrupt law, which occupies title 61, 
and covers one hundred and sixty-one 
sections of the book. During the same 
day on whielmthe revised statute was ap- 
proved, Congress amended the bankrupt 
act of 1865. In many important respects 
the amendment called for the act of 1867, 
and not for corresponding sections in the 
revised Code, and the act of 1867, itself, 
is so transposed, if not changed, as to 
render it impossible for the courts to pro- 
ceed with safety till after the publication 
e.

ANOTHER CHICAGO FIRE.

Wasureton, July 14:—Telegraras re- 
ceived here to-night report another large 
fire in Chicago, which destroyed over a 
half mile of the Southern portion of the 
city.

Caicaeo, July 14.—Another conflagra- 
tion is raging in the heart of city. It 
broke eut in 12th street, and at half past 
six ovlock the flames had made almost 
& Cleary sweep up to the corner Third av- 
emac and Polk street, burning up the 
homes of thousands of people. At the 
‘above corner the Fire Department com- 
‘menced the process of blowing up build- 
ings with gun powder, but the buildings 
experimented with were small wooden 
affairs, and the process would not have 
Pany effect, making a quicker blaze of 
/them ‘The wind is blowing very fresh 
from about south to southwest. The fire 
bis now on the verge of the fire line of our 
big fire at Harrison street, west side of 
| Wabash avenue, is now in full blaze, 

which takes many a stately building in 
| its course which offered a haven of refuge 
} in the winter of 1871. 

The fire is just immediately in rear of 
the First Baptist Church, and should that 
structure go down, the fire will have a 
clear sweep to northward and eastward, 
and the Exposition building will, in all 
likelihood, be the final prey of the fire, 
and as that is immediately on the lake 
shore, there will be nothing for the fire 
to feed upon, provided we have the goor. 
fortune not to have a change of the 
wind. 

Cuicaco, July 14.--An immense black 
pall of smoke is hanging over the ex- 
pected course of the fire, drepping its 
advance messengers of cinders on the 
roofs of the buildings. Although pri- 
vate citizens are doing their utmost to 
prevent the fire getting a eld upon their 
homes, yet the effort is ag futile as for a 
child to make the atteagt. The rear of 
‘the advancing furnace bas the sound of 
our old calamity, awl nothing short of 
its final plunge inte, Lake Michigan will 
quench it. Our streets, within a mile of 
the conflagration, ure crowded with 
teams of every description, loaded to 
their utmost capacity with household 
goods, although store keepers who.are 
so fortunate as to secure a team aré en- 
deavoring to save their mest valcable 
stock. Wherever a vacant space north 
of the fire can be found itis at aace filled 
with goods of all oe and va- 
rieties. Men, women and children are 
doing all they can to save their little all, 
and bring it tos me place of safety. 

The fire from this on will burda up as 
mueh in five minutes as it has previously 


dollars andcents. The heat is very great, 
and no doubt that in addition to pecuni- 
ary loss we will have to mourn the losg of 
lives.

His deseription af 
Texag forcibly reminds me of the expres 
sion of a lady, at whose house I stopped 
to get dinner in the State of Alabama in 
the year 1872. Sheremarked : ‘I would 
be afraid to live in Texas, there are so 
many centipedes, terancheliers and sting- 
ing lizards,” and that ‘‘a centipede would 
attack a person on horse-back.” I mildly 
replied : ‘Madam, do you have any idea 
what a centipede is?” ‘‘No, sir,” was 
the reply. ‘Then, madam, have you 
ever seen a worm in Alabama known as 
‘thousand legs?” ‘‘Yes,” was the ans- 
wer. “Then, madam, you have seen 
something that very much resembles a 
centipede.” The idea of a worm attack- 
ing & person on horse-back was supreme- 
ly ridiculous ; so with Mr. Muse’s descrip- 
tion of Texas, as I propose to show. 

He says: “Those who write letters 
from Texas, as a general thing, are in- 
terested men, and are not very scrupu- 
lous as to the truth of these statements.” 
Now, lam a native of Clark county, 
Georgia; raised in Lowndes county, Ala- 
bama; lived in yo from 1836 to 
1859; since then in Texas. I have no 
personal interest at stake, and do not feel 
that I should be injured if Mr. Muse’s ar- 
ticle was fully credited either socially or 
pecuniarily. Ihave no land for sale, nor 
do I hold an agency in that direction; but 
I love my native State, and appreciate 
her citizens. 

He says: “There are hundreds upan 
hundreds of nice families now in Texas 
doomed to stay there and drag out a life 
of disease and regret that they have left 
their homes in the old States and moved 
to the unsalubrious climes of Texas.” 
Now, what is the inference? That Texas 
Climate is of the worst character, and 
that disease and wretchedness were the 
inevitable result of a residence in Texas. 
Such language sounds strange to one who 
has lived all his life in the South, and 
who has spent

I unhesitatingly affirm that in 
point of climate ‘Texas as a 
State surpasses any of the 
Southern States, and, in point of health, 
is superior to any of the cotton growing 
States. Our breezesare a luxury by day 
and night, soft and balmy, so much so 
that those who keep in the shade and 
place themselves in the breeze seldom 
need a fan. 

Mr. Muse says the land is rich. Why, 
then, are they doomed to ‘‘drag out a life 
of disease and regret?” The truth is, we 
make a living too easy, which renders 
our labor worthless, as it superinduces 
extravagance and indolence. 

Ite says: “The misrepresentations of 
friends and emigration aid society agents 
are the causes of thousands ever going to 
Texas. Many of these emigrants who 
were carried out are to-day in old dilapi- 
ted negro houses, not fit for a negro of 
the lowest grade to live in, let alone nice 
white ladies.” It may be admitted that 
writers do often, in their admiration of 
our State, go too far in her praise, but 
never to the extent in that direction that 
Mr. M. has gone in the opposite, for that 
would be simply impossible. There may 
be some indiiferent houses, but it is not 
true in gencral. Most of the houses for

with good stone or brick chimneys and 
shingle roof, and many of them have a 
portico.

This is an old, settled part of Texas, and 
has a heavy population, and not a case of 
chills do | know of in my neighborhood. 
Last Friday, I went eighteen miles to a 
small village, where a quarterly meeting 
was held. 1 saw nor heard of a single 
case While there, nor did Lin going or re- 
turning. Can Mr. Muse say more for 
Georgia? Ido not say that there are no 
cases of chills in ‘Texas, but I do say, af- 
ter a residence of fourteen years, the 
HEALTH OF TEXAS surpasses that of Ala- 
bama or Mississippi; and that we have a 
great deal less of chills than either of 
those States. I was too young when I 
left Georgia to speak of her, but my ear- 
liest recollection carries me back to a 
long attack of fever, such as I never had 
in Alabama, Mississippi or Texas, nor 
any of my family. 

‘It is one of the most extreme countries 
in the world: too not or too cold.” Now 
is this true’ The highest point that I 
have noticed has been 95 degrees in sum- 
mer and 19 dezrees in winter above zero, 
My thermometer hangs on my gallery. 
Is there not sreater extremes in Geor- 
gia? 

“The uncertainty of crops is another 
great barrier in the way—a good crop— 
then from three to five years before you 
make another.”” Admit it; but what is a 
good crop for T’exas ? From one to one 
and a half bale: cotton to the acre, and 
corn in proportion. Now a failure of a 
good crop leaves us half to three-fourths 
of a bale of cotton to the acre. With all 
the drawbacks resulting from droughts, 
caterpillar, etc., does Georgia do half so 
well? It is true of the West, that oeca- 
sionally they arc visited with the grass- 
hopper, but never on the Brazos.

THE WESTERN WILDS OF 
TEXAS. 


A Young Woman Abducted, Killed 
and Scalped by Comanches— 
Recovery of the Gory 
Lock. 


{Sedalia (Mo.) Bazoo. } 


A family consisting of a man and wife 
and three children, passed through this 
city this morning, slowly wending their 
Way northward to their old home in Ralls 
county. They were in a covered wagon, 
and had ateam which, some day, had 
been a good one; but its travel-wern ap- 
pearance, together with the jaded look 
of the travelers, attracted the attention 
of a Bazoo reporter, who elicited the fol- 
lowing particulars of their journey tg the 
western portion of Texas—and how their 
number was now one less than when they 
started from their ep wr | home: 

My. Ressler was a well-to-do farmer, 
who in an early day went to the State of 
California, and by hard work amassed 
what he considered a sufficiency for a 
good start in farming life. He returned 
home in Missouri, married and settled 
down to farming life. 

This spring, when emigration com- 
menced Texaswards, the old fever which 
| had taken him to California in 1851 began 
to rage, and although he had a good home 
he grew restless, and concluded to try 
his fortune in Texas. He was looking 
for cheap lands, and passed through Gray- 
son county west into Cook and out into 
the western portion of Montague county. 
This county, though wild and subject to 
frequent excursions of the nomadic tribes 
of Indians that infest the western border, 
is rather rich and full of game. Mr. 
Ressler pitched his camp on a little stream, 
near a good spring, some four or five 
miles from any habitation, and little 
dreamed of danger. 

On the fourth day of their stay there 
the oldest daughter, a young lady of 
seventeen, went tothe spring fora bucket 
of water, but, alas! she never came 
back. 

One scream like that of the surprised 
panther was carried to the ears of the 
mother, who was at the camp, tne father 
being out hunting, The mother rushed 
to the rescue of her first borne only to hear 
the receding footsteps of the Comanches’ 
ponies. The mother was paralyzed with 
grief, and fainted away as soon as she re- 
alized the fate of her daughter. 

The father returned ina few hours, and 
examined the locality of the spring, and 
found that about fifteen ponies had been 
hitched hard by, and the Indians had evi- 
dently crept up to the spring, apd were 
lying in wait for their victim, Mr. R. 
cared for his wife, and at once started 
for the next neighbor, and the alarm was 
given that a young lady had been stolen. 

The frontier Texan is ever ready to 
jump into his saddle at a moment’s notice, 
und a party of ten determined men were 
soon on the trail of the red fiends, which 
had taken a westerly direction. The su- 
perior horses of the Texans rapidly gained 
on the poor ponies of the Indians, and 
after traveling all night on a warm trail, 
came up with the Indians the next morn- 
ing, just as they came to a halt; and a 
tight ensued, in which the object of the 
chase lost her life, and was sealped, all 
of the Indians getting away but three. 
One of the three kMled had the gory 
scalp of the young girl attached to his 
belt. They had killed her just as soon as 
attacked. The father was almost dis- 
tracted, and absolutely frenzied with 
grief, and when the chase was given up 
by the others, he could hardly be kept 
back. The young lady was buried where 
killed, in the western wilds of Texas, and 
the family could no longer remain in the 
country that caused them so much misery. 

The Bazoo reporter asked what became 
of the scalp. The tear-dimmed eyes of 
the mother looked in the direction of a 
substantial chest in the wagon, and she 
said: “It is there.” We asked if they 
had any objection to showing it. They 
said no, and the father unlocked the chest 
and produced a long lock of dark hair, 
cut from the crown of the head, with 
about an inch and a half in diameter of 
the scalp. When this was produced the 
entire family gave way to loud sobs, and 
we wondered why so ghastly a memento 
was kept, that would ever keep fresh in 
their memory the tragic end of their be- 
loved daughter and sister.
